COUNTING THE ELECTORAL VOTE. 


If the Senate should refuse to adopt 


the twenty-seeond joint rule under 
which the electoral votes have been 
counted for many years, the two houses 
of congress would have to proceed to 
the count under the twelfth amendment 
to the constitution, which does not go 
into detail, but simply provides that 
the votes of all the statesjshall be open- 
ed and counted by the two houses in 
joint session, with the president of the 
senate as presiding officer. 
Unless the 


joint rule is adopted there is no provis- 
ion for the casting out of the vote of 
any state, the constitutional amend- 
ment having no allusion to any such 
contingency, and in the opinion of ex- 
perienced parliamentarians here, con- 
gress would have no alternative but the 
admission and the count of the vote of 
every state, if it was properly certified 
to by the governor ot that state. The 
language of the twelfth amendment is 
as follows : 


The president of the senate shall, in 


the presence of the 
senate and the 


house of representatives, open the cer- 
tificates, and the votes shall then be 
counted—the person having the great- 
est number of votes for president shall 
be president, if such number be a ma- 
jority of the whole number of electors, 
etc. 


In case ol a very close electoral vote 


it would be an excellent thing for the 
senate to refnse to readopt this trouble- 
some joint rule. 


IT is in Tilden's assumed character

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20— The official 


report of R.M.Willis, United Statas 
Marshal of South Carolina, concerning 
the Cainhoy affair, addressed to Attor- 
ney General Taft, was among the pa- 
pers read at the cabinet meeting to-day. 
He says he has a correct statement of 
the matter, which is the legitimate out- 
growth of the intimidation 
policy 'of 


democrats, designed to break down the 
republican majority in South Carolina. 
At the first meeting of republicans in 
that county, one hundred and fifty 
heavily armed democrats, who had come 
from Charleston, a boat chartered for 
the purpose, demanded half the time, 
backing their demand with a show ol 
force. The request was granted, under 
the peculiar circumstances. Other sim 
ilar meetings followed, with similar dis 
plays of arms, and finally to avoid 
trouble, a series of joint discussions 
were arranged by the executive com 
mittee. The agreement was made tha 
no arms be carried. The discussion* 
were carried on with more or less bit 
terness, owing to the democrats carry 
ing a large force of men to every meet 
ing and irritating republicans by vio 
lent denunciations of their leaders. Th 
republicans called the Cainhoy meet 
ing and being suspicious of the demo 
crate, many of them carried such gun 
as they had at their houses.

ease were state arms used, as the dem- 
ocrats claim, which is proven by the 
fact that alljwounds were from buckshot 
and rifle balls. Leading republicans 
represented to tbe arm bearers, that 
they were violating the agreement, and 
therefore the colored men deposited 
somj of their guns about fifteen in num- 
ber, in a building some fifty yards 
from tbe stand.
